The public, to which Mr, B aehr a p ­ 
peals, should understand and ap p re­ 
ciate that Council in efforts to keep| 
out of appellate tribunals has refus­ 
ed to be eith er bamboozled or bullied 
into legislation prejudicial to the pub­
